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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: See bullets below. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

• Claims 1 and 3, recite, "a steering assisting force" (lines 20). It is unclear whether this 
assist force is the same as that cited in lines 2 and 5, respectively. If so, change "a" to 
"the." If not, distinguish. 

• Claim 2 recites two occurrences of "a range" (Unes 4 and 8). It is unclear whether the 
Applicant is referring to the same range. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

• The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3 would be allowable, once the minor informalities are corrected. 

• With respect to claims 1 and 3, the Prior Art does not disclose an electric power steering 
device and method for controlUng said device comprising: a means for obtaining a 
steering angular acceleration correspondence value, which corresponds to a value that is 
obtained by adding a rotation angular acceleration of a motor with the product of a 
change acceleration of the steering torque and a gain, according to the obtained steering 
torque and rotation angular speed of the motor 

4. Claim 2, as best understood by the Examiner (with reference to the specification, page 1 1 , 
lines 15-26), would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

• With respect to claim 2, the Prior Art does not disclose setting higher, the rate of increase 
in the magnitude of the motor output correction value when the magnitude of the steering 
angular acceleration correspondence value is in a first range, then when the magnitude of 
the steering angular acceleration correspondence value is in a second range, and wherein 
the first range has a higher value than the second range.
